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1. The amendment filed on October 16, 2001, canceling all claims drawn to the elected 
invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP 

§ 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention as follows. In Papers No. 
3 and 5, applicant was required to elect from species identified as A), compositions with metal 
powder agglomerates, and B) compositions with electro-exploded metal powder. In response 
thereto, applicants elected Species A), metal powder agglomerates. This species was examined. In 
response, applicants denied that the claims drawn to Species A) were improper, but cancelled those 
claims, and presented new claims drawn to compositions solely containing electro-exploded metal 
powder.
